Police Officer 
injures Arm 
In Chase Here 


A Menlo Park police officer 
was injured here Sunday while 
pursuing a 15-year-old San 
Francisco boy following the lat- 


ter’s ‘abandonment of an appar- | 


ently stolen car. 

Officer Kenneth Sorenson 
sustained a wrist injury whcn 
he fell, after scaling a six-foot 
fence in pursuit of the youth. 
who had already gone over the 
top of the fence. But the youta 
was apprehended less than an 
hour later, as he wandered 
around downtown Menlo aPrk 
without his ‘wheels.” 

Sorenson was riding a police 
motorcycle at 12:40 p.m. Sun- 
day when he saw a 1962 station 
wagon run through a red light 
at El Camino Real and Oak 
Grove Avenue. He started to 
pursue it, and the auto was put 
into evasive maneuvers and 
many turns. 

Its driver finally stopped ‘t 
in front of 950 Rose Ave. and 
the driver jumped out, running 
between two houses and scal- 
ing a fence at the rear of them. 

Sorenson followed, but his 
foot caught in the ivy at the 
top of the fence and he came 
down on his right wrist. 

Other officers arrived and it 
was established that the vehi- 
cle had been reported stolen in 
San Francisco.

Road to Dump 
To Get 
New Pavement 


Work is to start later this 
month on repairs to the access 
road to the South San Mateo 
County Garbage and Refuse 
District’s dump at the end of 
Marsh Road. 

District trustees accepted 
the $3710 bid of the Bragato 
Paving Co. for the job, which 
will include patching all holes 
and double sealing of the road. 
The Bragato firm submitted 
the lowest of three prices. 

District Manager Dean Haug 
said that the paved stretch will 
continue from the gate at the 
east end of Marsh Road over- 
pass to a point beyond the pres- 
ent entrance of the dump. The 
dump entrance is moved peri- 
odically. 

In other actions Monday, the 
dump district trustees author- 
ized the purchase of a new 
tractor for work at their Bel- 
mont garbage disposal site. The 
new tractor will cost $30,700 
but the district is getting a 
$10,400 trade-in. 

In a “financial report,” 
Haug told trustees that the 
dump’s revenues have exceed- 
ed expenditures by more than 
$4000 for the past three conse- 
cutive months. 


Saturday, Atherton Police 
Chief Leroy Hubbard is going 
to sit back and relax a while. 

He’s going to do so because 
on Aug. 10, he notes the start 
of his 35th year as the town’s 
police chief. 

The years since 1929 have 
proven to be interesting and 
stimulating for the chief, now 
56. And, the chief said, he ex- 
pects many more years of the 
same. 

They’ve seen a lot of devel- 
opments in the town, and they 
have seen the development of 
many techniques in law en- 
forcement. 

The chief — while looking 
ahead — has comethinz to 
look back upon with pride, 
too. That’s his own, home-de- 
veloped juvenile discipline 
system which, he says, really 
works and has helped a lot 
of youngsters steer clear of 
trouble. 

The chief vividly remembers 
his first years on the force. 
Though not so long ago, it was 
a different era, as far as law 
enforcement was concerned. 

It was the Prohibition era, 
police had no radios, they kept 
their own automobiles and 
“stop” signals were manually 


operated. 
Atherton was a_ different 
town, too. It had a total of 


300 homes and 1200 residents, 
and lots of animals. 

Then as now, traffic control 
was the major problem. Bvt it 
was concentrated on El Cami- 
no Real, because there wasn’t 
any Bayshore Highway and ar- 
eas away from the traffic ar- 
tery were sparsely settled. 

“I remember my first job on 
the force,” reminisced Hub- 
bard recently. “It consisted of 
running the switch on the ‘stop’ 
signal at El Camino and Ather- 
ton Avenue. The signal didn’t 
have a ‘caution’ light, just red 
ones and green ones. This led 
to nothing but arguments, be- 
cause motorists had no way of 
knowing when the signal was 
going to change.” 

‘CLOSE SHAVE’ 

The chief also recalled that 
the intersection was the scene 
of one of his first ‘close 
shaves.” A milk truck went out 
of control during the course 
x2 collision, ard completely 
demolished the traffic signal 
control the chief had been op- 
erating — until he saw the 
truck head for him. It missed 
the officer by inches. 

At the time, the force con- 
sisted of three men. Each work- 
ed eight hours a day seven days 
a week, was off eight hours, 
and was “on call” for eight 
hours. Vacations and days off 
called for considerable jug- 
gling of schedules. 

Beside controlling traffic, 
the officers had the whole town 
to patrol. 

Residents got to know all 
of their police officers on a 
first name basis and used to 


telephone the department 
and inquire about their 
health and whereabouts 


when they didn’t 'see them 
for a couple of days. 

After 1927, the police chief 
lived n an apartment at the 
rear of the town hall at Ash- 
field Road and Station Lane 
and that, as far as practical 
matters went, was the police 
station until construction of 
the present one in the early 
1950’s. 

The police chief and his wife 
would answer the phone and 
in case of an emergency, turn 
a switch which, in the ’20’s and 
’30’s, lighted three red lights 
in town. One was at Atherton 
Avenue and El] Camino Real, 
another at Atherton Avenue 
and Selby Lane, and a third at 
Oak Grove Avenue and Middle 
field Road. 

“We'd be on patrol or watch- 
ing traffic and when we’d sec 
that one of the lights was in, 
we’d stop at the nearest house 
and telephone to find out what 
the emergency was,” Chief 
Hubbard explains. 

The other two police who 
were on the force when Hub- 
board joined included Grover 
Mull, who was chief for the 
next two years and Officer Rol- 
ly Somers, who following the 
end of Prohibition, entered the 
retail liquor business. 
PROHIBITION 

The Prohibition era gener- 
ated some of its own law en- 
forcement problems. 

On several occasions, Hub- 
bard recalls, he and the fire- 
men responded when raw alco- 
ho] — used in making a bever- 
age irreverently remembered 
as “bathtub gin” — would catch 
fire. It usually was stored in 
five-gallon cans and could pro- 
duce a pretty substantial fire, 
the chief remembers. 

Bootlegging and liquor deal- 
ing were problems. 

One, the chief recalls, pro- 
vided him with one of the first 
juvenile problems. A ’teen-ag- 
er went into the business of 
manufacturing the stuff and 
his dad caught him at it and 
promptly called the police.

F. L. W. MacDonald, 1161 
Valparaiso Ave., added he 
thought it would be a mistake 
for Hadeler to cut up his prop- 
erty, which in the scheme of 
things might grow to be worth 
much more money as a single 
parcel. 

Dr. Seymour Gray, 1315 San 
Mateo Drive, also registered 
his opposition. 

Planning commissioners 
tended to agree with the ob- 
jectors. 

Albert Hoover noted that if 
a 17,500-square-foot lot were 

‘lowed bs one place in the 
highly restrictive zone, there 
would be other applications for 
rezonings. There are several 
parcels of property which can- 
not now be subdivided, but 
which could be cut up if small- 
er lots are allowed. 

Commissioner Kenneth Coop- 
errider said he felt the city 
had the obligation to preserve 
the zone, and the property val- 
ues of those who like the pres- 
ent zoning.

City Planners 
Boys Club 
Second Phase 


A new resubdivision in the 
Bohannon Industrial Park was 
among the actions favored by 
the Menlo Park planning com- 
mission Monday night . 

The planners, in a techni- 
cal action, also approved 
plans for the second phase of 
construction of the Menlo 
Park Boys’ Club. 

They also agreed to hold for 
study a plan for a proposed 
building in the industrial park, 
which is so designed that it 
could be leased to as many as 
eight tenants. 

The industrial park resubdi- 
vision approval, which was rec- 
ammended to the city council, 
would be at Chrysler and Con- 
tinental drives. The resulting 
lots would conform to city 
standards, planners were told. 

The proposed building for 
as many as eight tenants 
would be built facing Consti- 
tution Drive. It would be sit- 
uated on a 60,000-square-foot 
lot and have 30,000 square 
feet of floor space, thus meet- 
ing city minimums. 

A representative of the Batti- 
gan-Jefferson company, which 
would build the structure, said 
that it is anticipated the build- 
ing would be rented by “small 
package” distributors. 

Planners deferred a decision 
on whether to approve of plans 
for the building, pointing out 
that a large number of firms 
is hard to control. They also 
argued that with deliveries in 
and out, the offstreet parking 
space around the building 
might become unusable. 

The firm representative 
said that the building would 
be built on speculation; there 
are no tenants signed up at 
this time. 

In another action, the plan- 
ners gave permission for the 
removal of a duck club build- 
ing from under PG&E power 
lines on Ravenswood Point. T. 
I. Moseley of Atherton is own- 
er of the duck club building. 
It’ll be relocated near to Dum- 
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silverware in their homes than 
today.

The town had lots of ani- 
mals, most notably horses 
maintained on private estates. 
The gendarmes had to perform 
as experts, getting them off 
the railroad tracks and other- 
wise making sure they stayed 
out of trouble. 

And then there was the 
time the sheep got out. 

During the early days of the 
Depression, somebody at the 
Circus Club figured that a-herd 
of sheep would help the cause 
‘by keeping the lawns cropped. 

It worked swell for a while, 
Hubbard says, but the sheep 
got out once and the gen- 
darmes turned into herdsmen. 

The scheme was abandoned 
shortly thereafter. 

Hubbard became chief in 
1949, following the retirement 
of John Farrell, chief from 
1931 to that time. He’d been 
made a lieutenant the year be- 
fore and had been appointed 
sergeant in 1946. 

During the years, he has at- 
tended the FBI academy in 
Washington, D.C., taken all po- 
lice courses made available by 
the state and local law enforce- 
ment agencies, attended the 
San Francisco police academy, 
San Jose State College police 
school, and the University of 
Santa Clara for some law train- 
ing, town personnel records 
show. 

SATISFACTION 

But he gets his biggest satis- 
faction out of contemplating 
his system for handling juve- 
niles. 

“In the case of most of the 
minor difficulties youngsters 
get into, we work with them 
and their parents and unless 
they repeat offenses, keep it 
out of the juvenile court. 

“When a youngster is brought 
in and when it’s been establish- 
ed.that he has committed some 
offense, we can usually count 
on the parents’ cooperation. 

“Then, we assign extra 
work. 

“Youngsters can make traf- 
fic counts or do other work for 
the police department, and if 
we have more youngsters than 
we can keep busy, we assign 
them to work at churches to 
which they may belong. 

“In the case of older juve- 
niles and college students, we 
make assignments to work at 
the Stanford Convalescent 
Home. 

“Many of these have come 
back later and told us they 
really experienced a great sat- 
isfaction in working wiih the 
children at the Con home, and 
have gone back voluntarily to 
help with the youngsters 
there.” 

The program is endorsed by 
the Atherton police depart- 
ments’s own statistics: 

“We have very few ‘repeat- 
ers’,” Chief Hubbard says.

You Can Learn Language 
By Smashing Your Thumb 


Self-appointed “guardians of public good taste” prob- 
ably have always been around somewhere, and California, 
1963, has seen its share of them. The legislature was beset 
for some weeks by a group of people who wanted a book 
titled, “Dictionary of American Slang” removed from pub- 
lic view and more recently, a bureaucrat got famous for 
listing magazines which he felt shouldn't be allowed to be 
sold at newsstands in federally-owned buildings. 

As newspaper producers, we must reaffirm our stand 
against censorship in any form. Banning any particular 
book or classification of periodical may seem like a good 
idea in an individual case. But it’s only a short step from 
doing so in a particular instance, to broadcasting the same 
principles and applying them to everything written. 

We can envision a situation in which new stories based 
on police reports could be censored, on the basis that “re- 
porting a burglary really isn’t tasteful from the point of 
view of literature” or that “street fights, criminal assaults 
and the like shouldn’t be reported, because to do so is to 
emphasize the less noble of man’s activities.” 

We find ourselves slightly amused by the hue and 
cry against the “Dictionary of American Slang.” We haven't 
read it, but we've looked through Noah Webster’s una- 
bridged tome, and all the four-letter words in the language 
(including the ones we all use when we smash a thumb 
with a hammer) are there. We are inclined to guess that 
the “guardians of public good taste” will have a tough time 
getting this major reference book of English language ban- 
ned; why should they be taken seriously when they seek to 
censor a volume which deals only with the “slang” por- 
tions of the language? 

The “censor” types always defend themselves by say- 
ing such things as, “We only want to protect the young 
from these verbal evidences of perversion, depravity and 
vulgarity” and “It isn’t censorship at all. It’s a matter of 
good taste.” 

Conceming the former statement, it might be noted 
that most of “the young”— those we are allegedly trying to 
save from something or other — usually learn all the “dirty 
words” of the Anglo-Saxon vocabulary from sources other 
than books. And it might also be pointed out that if they 


don’t know the meanings of the words, they have no reason 
to be shocked when they hear them; if they do know the 
meanings of the words, they're beyond shocking. 

As to the second statement, the area where “protect- 
ing good taste” overlaps into censorship is one which never 
has been defined with any clarity. There are countries in 
this world today where a criticism of the political party in 
power is considered “a violation of good taste,” and a news- 
paper editor can go to jail for doing so. On the other hand, 
we don’t anticipated that a Little Golden Book edition of 
“Lady Chatterley’s Lover” would sell very well; we endorse 
the judgment of childrens’ book publishers and agree that 
such a publication might be considered inappropriate to 
the market. 

Maintaining good taste is pretty much of an individual 
thing; we all have to select our reading material, television 
programs, motion pictures and other information and enter- 
tainment media on the basis of what we like, or don’t like. 
We should be entitled to make these selections in a free 
market. 

If we've been lucky, and if our parents, teachers, col- 
lege professors and friends were people with reasonable 
sets of values, we are apt to do a pretty good job of censor- 
ship for ourselves. If the values we've learned are bad, we'll 
probably do a bad job. Legislating a book, magazine or 
motion picture out of existence has very little to do with it. 


When Freeways Arrive 
Trees Are First to Go 


Last week, the Division of Highways started construc- 
tion of a freeway through the town of Pacifica. 

Naturally, the first things to be removed were the 
trees. 

This brought a reaction from the weekly newspaper 
serving that community; the editor of the “Pacific Tribune” 
wondered, in print, about what kind of a freeway beautifi- 
cation will be installed. And he also noted that the freeway 
builders have a policy: They won't “beautify” a freeway 
if there are so-called “off premise” signs allowed in view 
of the traffic way. 

Freeway beautification should be a concern of all of us. 

The Division of Highways in Sacramento has a huge 
income, but the arbiters of such things seem to have or- 
dained that all of the money that comes in should be spent 
on “freeways.” 

The highways of the state of California however, re- 
main notable for their lack of beautification, roadside rests 
and the like. 

Maybe we're all at least party at fault for not remind- 
ing our legislators — and through them our highway build- 
ers — that a little bit of respectful concern for esthetic con- 
siderations should be maintained. 

There’s growing evidence, though, that people are 
becoming more and more concerned with freeway beautifi- 
cation. As can be seen in the coastside paper, they start 
wondering about it at about the time the first earth is 
turned.

IT OVER:

It’s not an easy job to give a 
big-screen picture of the final 
week of our recent special ses- 
sion. Much of the time it was 
like a rehearsal of the Old 
Army Game of “hurry up and 
wait.” But when action came, 
it came fast, decisively—and 
often surprisingly. 

Like its predecessor, the 1963 
regular session, the special 
meeting set a variety of new 
records, as my account will re- 
veal. 

For one thing, it was the 
first extraordinary session call- 


ed in a regular session year 
since 1949. For another, party 
caucuses interrupted regular 
meetings more than ever be- 
fore in history. 

When I last wrote this col- 
umn, the bill to up the budget 
for the current fiscal year by 
$114 million was still tied up 
in conference. The Senate and 
Assembly versions were $10 
million apart, and differed 
mostly over funds for Univer- 
sity and state college salary 
raises. Pressures to provide 
some increases for most state

employees were growing, but 
prospects did not seem bright. 

To the astonishment of some 
people, when the conference 
version was released, it pro- 
posed a new approach to the 
matter of salary increases. 

The administration  re- 
quest, included in its $114 
million total, was for some

fiscal year. 

The conference report call- 
ed for an 18month program, 
with the higher education and 
“hardship” increases effective 
in January, 1964, and general 
increases the following year.

Medical Self Help Program 
Attracts 350 Instructors 


More than 350 men and wo- 
men in San Mateo county have 
volunteered this week to be in- 
structors in the Medical Self 
Help Training Program which 
starts September 19, but more 
instructors are needed. 

“We are delighted with this 
enthusiastic response at our 
half-way mark for the recruit- 
ment of instructors,” said Mrs. 
Helen Lengfeld, chairman of 
the instructor training commit- 
tee, “but we shall require a 
minimum of 600 instructors to

25 Years Ago: 
Council 
Mulled 
Building 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 


August 13, 1938: 


The Menlo Park city council 
at its meeting Tuesday night 
dismissed a plan to obtain a 
PWA financed water system 
and moved ahead in its attempt 
to acquire a new $25,000 city 
hall and community cenier. 

Councilman Hugo May’s mo- 
tion that the mayor be authoriz- 
ed to apply for PWA aid in the 
building of a $175,000 water 
system failed for want of a 
second after councilmen Hen- 
ry Carroll and Harry Luck had 
spoken against the measure. 
Carroll based his opposition on 
his belief that a city of Menlo 
Park’s size should not finance 
such a huge undertaking. Lusi 
reminded the council that a 
county water district was voted 
down in this city last year. 

Mayor Cooper reported that 
the city was ready to open ne- 
gotiations with the estate of 
M. F. O’Dea for the purchase 
of a city hall site in the 21- 
acre O’Dea tract which it has 
proposed to annex. 

Engineering plans were sub- 
mited for the construction of 
an extension of Blake Street bi- 
secting the O’Dea property 
from Roble to Middle Avenues.

abundance of theatrical stag- 
ing areas; they have auditori- 
ums and meeting rooms and re- 
source material available which 
makes it possible for the uni- 
versity to accommodate groups 
of almost any size — from six 
to 100,000 — whether they're 
special interest groups or col- 
lections of members of the pub- 
lic at large, seeking diversion. 

The university charted its 
course several years ago. 

At the time, the professional 
football and baseball teams of 
San Francisco were becoming 
accepted by the public, and at- 
tendance at university athletic 
events was lagging, compara- 
tively speaking. 

It was decided at the time 
that making Stanford into a 
cultural and sports complex 
for the growing mid-Peninsu- 
la community was practical, 
and it was also foreseen that 
most residents would enjoy 
it. 

In a single small area, the 
university has almost as much 
of a mechanical plant as San 
Francisco for the presentation 
of athletic events and the arts. 

It has another advantage, 
too, which the university’s 
management has not overlook- 
ed: Parking. 

It is true, of course, that 
most area residents are willing 
to drive to San Francisco for 
an evening’s entertainment, 
without thinking too much of 
the cost of motor fuel. When 
they get there, they are willing 
to part with more money for 
the privilege of parking their 
ear in a private garage. And 
then, they’re willing to walk 
some several blocks to an opera 
house, theater or stadium with 
no complaints. 

It is true that these same 
people tend not to act in the 
same manner on the Penin- 
sula. The Southern Pacific 
railroad, for one, is an organ- 
ization that can recite many 
chapters of complaints from 
patrons who feel parking on 
the Peninsula should be right 
next to the depot, and free — 
though the same people have 
no qualms whatever about an 
excursion to San Francisco, 
as described above, and its 
incidental expenses. 

Stanford has the same prob- 
lem as the railroad company; 
patrons of the ball games and 
the theaters tend to complain 
loudly if they have to walk a 
couple of blocks. 

Acceptability of a “Shake 
speare festival” as the next 
major addition to the universi- 
ty’s public events buget may 
be arguable. There are un- 
doubtedly special interest 
groups who feel that a better 
purpose would be served to the 
public with a ballet festival, a 
major annual art exhibition, or 
some such. 

However, the Bard draws 
pretty well. During the past 
three decades, “Shakespeare 
festivals have proven their 
ability to attract the public and 
to thrive in a variety of places 
including Ashland, Oregon — 
where one has been going each 
summer since 1934—Stratford, 
Ontario, San Diego, Stratford, 
Connecticut, and other loca- 
tions. 

Stanford’s interest in 
Shakespeare festivals is pro- 
bably not a recent, “second 
thought” one. The late Dr. 
Margery Bailey for many 
years was active in the Ash- 
land Shakespeare Festival or- 
ganization, organizing the In- 
stitute of Renaissance Stu- 
dies which gives courses each 
summer in the southern Ore- 
gon town. 

As with most undertakings 
of Stanford University, the 
Shakespeare festival will have 
to meet certain criteria. 

Stanford is a financially suc- 
cessful organization; it’s not 
likely that the festival will be 
continued if it loses large 
amounts of money. 

The university also is an ed- 
ucational instituttion; one can 


expect that the Shakespeare 
fest will be used to enhance 
the academic program. If it is 
found that the program diverts 
too much talent and student at- 
tention from the path of learn- 
ing, the university’s leaders 
can be counted upon to make 
a searching re-evaluation. 

Newspapermen, more than 
most people, have a healthy re 
spect for Shakespeare. He’s the 
master of the language. Though 
there’s a vast difference be- 
tween newswriting and the po- 
etry of Shakespeare, there’s at 
least the feeling of mutual re- 
spect betwen people who make 
a living by putting words on 
paper. 

Shakespeare did it better 
than anyone ever has and his 
‘by line” remains the most re- 
spected in our language.

port. The Republican minority, 
having enough votes to block 
passage of the bill by the nec- 
essary two-thirds, closed its 
ranks tightly, and none of its 
members cast a vote on the 
measure. 

The Democratic leadership 
imposed a “call of the house,” 
under which the chamber 
doors are locked, absentees 
sent for, and no member is 
permitted to leave until his 
vote is recorded. The reason 
cited for the refusals to vote 
was that the Republicans want- 
ed to learn what the conferees 
on the public school support 
bill had agreed to before vot- 
ing on budget funds. 

Again, a_ historical record 
was set. 

Both parties refused to 
budge, and the “call” was on 
for more than 26 hours, the 
longest since 1939. The Re- 
publicans could not leave 
without voting, so they stay- 
ed in the chamber, ate sand- 
wiches and pizza pie, and 
caucused frequently. Finally, 
their leader reported that 
the school bill was in accept- 
able shape, so they began 
casting their votes. The bud- 
get measure was approved 
and sent to the Governor by 
a six vote margin. 

The conference report on the 
bill for additional money to 
schools also surprised many. 
The county-wide property tax 
was eliminated as expected. 
However, the amount of extra 
funds to be given was reduced 
from $40 million each for this 
and next year, to $25 million 
each. The reason given was 
that this lower amount would 
do until a better allocation 
formula, based on teacher sal- 
aries and class size, is worked 
out. 

Now that this memorable 
session is over, all of us are 
very glad to be home again.

Stop Trampling on RHS 


To the Editor: 


Let’s stop trampling on Ravenswood High School. The 
spirit of cooperation at this school between races and be- 
tween faculty and students should be the pride of the Bay 


Area. 


Last April, I had a letter published saying that the 
people in my neighborhood, particularly the Willows Resi- 
dents Association, should start boosting instead of running 


down the school. 


We tried to start a Sunday discussion group at our 
church (First Methodist, Palo Alto) from among the 30 
member families living in the Willows Area. Two other 


families came to one meeting. 


No family telephoned felt it had any racial prejudice; 
the Negroes themselves wanted to leave Ravenswood. 
This point was also made at the church meeting. 


Now the NAACP and CORE echo that the school must 
be poor, because many whites in Willows would rather 
move away than send their children there. 

At their recent meeting, the Sequoia Board was charg- 
ed with moral responsibility for de facto segragation at 
RHS. Any such responsibility should come home to roost 
in the Willows Area. 

The outgoing president of our association announced 
a plan to make the Board reconsider its decision by re- 
ducing the planned influx of whites into RHS while some 
of us use our children in a social experiment. 

The hope must be that any reconsideration will either 
dilute the integration so well that it will be no worse in 
Willows than elsewhere, or else go back to the good old 
boundary. 

The underlying sentiment here seems to be for the 
sweet-old-lady kind of segregation. The dear children must 
be sheltered from contact with Negroes or with any whites 
so poor or nutty that they remain near Negroes. 

Members of the school board are right that RHS, with 
a majority of whites and a substantial number of Negroes, 
is not a segregated school. The best chance for true in- 
tegration is in a school like RHS, where scholarship and 
citizenship are thriving and making a reality of American 
ideals. 

I propose a reverse crusade. If someone will join me, 
we can form an Association to get white students to come 
to RHS from other attendance areas. 

The goal is not to reduce the percentage of any group 
at RHS, but rather to prove to Negroes that not all whites 
are the same. 

The district can keep RHS from becoming predomin- 
antly colored (segregated) in the future by adjusting the 
boundary in the Belle Haven area. Such a procedure may 
keep RHS from exceeding an ideal size. 

Let RHS be proud of its remedial classes, which make 
deprived children feel that they belong. Detractors of 
RHS may as well add in the number of children who are 
blind, deaf, or crippled.

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Safety Council 
Warns Golfers 
About Hazards 


“Golf has never been consid- 
ered a dangerous sport,” said 
Iver C. Larson, executive vice 
president of the San Francisco 
Safety Council, recently, “but, 
there are estimates of 18,000 
disabling golf injuries in the 
United States last year.” 

About half of these iniuries 
were due to people being 
struck by golf balls. Also, as 
lightning has an affinity for 
the links, between 200 and 500 
golfers in 1962 were struck by 
lightning when they took shel- 
ter under solitary trees or um- 
brellas, or failed to seek shel- 
ter early enough. 

The powered golf cart has 
brought a new hazard to the 
golf links. Too many golfers 
treat them as toys. The trouble 
is that the carts seem like cute 
miniature autos — and are fun 
to drive. But they can be dan- 
gerous if not handled properly. 

Carts built on a _ tricycle 
wheelbase with a single wheel 
in front may tip if turned too 
sharply or driven on steep in- 
clines or in rough areas. Al- 
though their speed is about 10 
miles an hour on level ground, 
they will go much faster down- 
hill. 

“The slow speed may seem 
insignificant,’ Larson, said 
“but a person who is ejected 
at a speed of 10 mph can suf- 
fer serious injuries — and ev- 
en fatal ones if thrown head- 
first against a tree or the 
grond.” 

Driving the cart after a pause 
at the 19th hole was contribut- 
ed to some of last year’s acci- 
dents. Golfers who turn the 
carts into portable bars, distri- 
buting beer and mixed drinks, 
are just inviting accidents. 


TREATING ROSES

Container gardening has be- 
come increasingly popular dur- 
ing the last decade. Merchants 
in many California cities have 
discovered that large contain- 
ers offer an easy way to grow 
medium size street trees which 
beautify their shops. Home 
gardeners have discovered that 
conainers offer a chance to 
have year-round color in stra- 
getic garden areas. Apartment 
dwellers seem ever more aware 
of the container as a means for 
gardening on decks and balco- 
nies. 

Container gardens offer the 
imaginative person and unlim- 
ited challenge. In the choice of 
materials for making the con- 
tainers and in the choice of 
plant material to plant in them, 
he has a golden opportunity to 
let his imagination run wild.

Along with the vine, 
from which came the grapes, 
the olive tree has a long his- 
tory in our state; and a more 
appropriate choice for your 
California garden would be 
hard to find. Give it a sunny 
spot — which if you’re think- 
ing of shade, would seem nat- 
‘ural anyway — and don’t wor- 
ry about planting it next to the 
house. Its roots won’t cause

trouble and the foliage is airy 
enough not to block light and 
create gloom during winter 
months. 

Also typical of our state is 
the California Pepper, a pendu- 
lous beauty with finely cut foli- 
age and pink berries the size 
and shape of pepper corns in 
fall and winter. Some people 
hesitate to plant the California 
Pepper due to its voracious 
root system which makes it dif- 
ficult to grow other things, in- 
cluding lawns, below. If you 
are willing to give extra food 
to what you plant beneath it, 
however, the Pepper Tree is 
ideal for shade — not deep, 
dark shade. but light, airy 
shade which invites you to re- 
lax and enjoy yourself. 

The Pepper Tree is much 
better for its annual pruning, 
which should be done to en- 
courage a high canopy and to 
discourage the ground-sweep- 


ing tendency of its branches. 
Whatever its faults, the Pep- 
per’s merits are much greater. 

An interesting tree — and 
one that dates back in the his- 
tory to long before California 
was even known to exist — is 
the St. John’s Bread Tree, or 
Carob. A native to the Mediter- 
ranean basin around Syria, it is 
spoken of freqently in the Bi- 
ble and its pods were the 
“husks” referred to in the par- 
able of the Prodigal Son. 

St. John’s Bread Tree grows 
to 40 or 50 feet in height with 
an equal spread. It produces a 
dense head of shade, which is 
especially welcome in warm 
valley areas and in parts of 
Southern California, where it 
resists all manner of drought 
and thrives in sandy soil. 

For quick shade in new gar- 
dens, it would be hard to outdo 
the Kafir Plum — a tropical 
looking tree with shining dark 


green leaves and an open man- 
ner of growth. It is a good ev- 
ergreen shade tree in Southern 
California especially, where its 
susceptibility to frost damage 


‘is minimized. You see it, how- 


er, in coastal gardens in Cen- 
tral and Northern California 
and even in some sheltered 
spots in the North Coastal Val- 
leys. 

Kafir Plum produces red, 
olive-shaped fruits which have 
a tart, acid flavor, but which 
are edible nonetheless. Some 
people even like them. The 
new growth is coppery red in 
color giving the tree a seasonal 
beauty, and in old age the tree 
gets better looking than ever. 
Kafir Plum is a good choice for 
small gardens. 

We name the magnolia fifth 
and last in our checklist, not 
because it deserves a place at 
the bottom, but because it’s a 
good tree to leave you with.
